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An outcry of indignation is expected from Jewish 
groups in the wake of the disclosure that a former Nazi 
SS member is working as an official of a German cultural 


center in New York. 


The cultural center, Goethe House, was set up recently 
by the Bonn government to improve German-American cul- 
tural relations and, at the same time, to counter the antici- 
pated adverse reactions toward Germany resulting from 


the Eichmann trial. 


Program director of Goethe House is Hans Egon Holt- 


Hussen. 


According to information received by ‘the National 
Jewish Post, Holt-Hussen volunteered for the SS during 
the early years of the Hitler regime and saw service in the 
despised corps of Nazi killers. 

After the downfall of the Third Reich, Holt-Hussen 
was cleared of blame for atrocities by a German denazifi- 


cation court. 


The German government, apparently disregarding his 
past, sent Holt-Hussen to New York to help direct their 
new center because of his activities as a literary critic. 

The realization that Holt-Hussen, a former SS man, 
was living and working in New York was expected to fall 
like a bombshell on Jewish groups in the city. 

“We hadn’t heard about this,” said a spokesman for 
the American Jewish Congress, when informed of Holt- 
Hussen’s past. “If it’s so, we would find it very disturbing 


news indeed.”

JERUSALEM (P-O) —As Is- 
rael celebrates its 13th annivers- 
ary today (April 21) leaders in 
government, religion, philosophy 
and education take the occasion 
to sum up the qualities which 
have made the Israelis into a 
united people, the prospects for 
peace in the future and the ele- 
ments which have nurtured the 
State and insure its further ex- 
pansion and development.

Professor Hugo Bermann, Is-

Berman, quoted in the Jewish

If this were accomplished, he 
said, the unified faith would bind 
Israel more closely to the Dias- 
pora. 

Minister of Labor Giora Josep- 
thal sees two “souls” in the body 
politic called Israel, according 
to “Davar”’, the Israel morning 
daily published by the Histadrut 
(the Israeli Federation of Labor.) 


One “soul”, Josepthal said, 





wants to go on pioneering, mak- 
ing sacrifices and working hard, 
the other wants to turn Israel 
into a welfare state with health 
and old-age insurance. 

The middle road between the 
two, which Josepthal prefers, 
“could determine the face of Is- 
rael in the coming years,” he 
said. 


Dayan, Peres 
Look at Peace 


The prospects for peace are 
touched on by Moshe Dayan, for- 
mer Israeli Chief of Staff and 
present Minister of Agriculture, 
in commenting in the Jerusalem 
Post on proposals advanced to 
stabilize the situation in the Mid- 
dle East. 

These proposals include the 
adoption of a neutralistic policy 
by Israel in the East-West “cold 
war”, a readiness to negotiate 
with Abdul Nasser, the accept- 
ance of a number of Arab refu.

Secret Trial, Life Imprisonment Face Israeli Arrested as Red Spy 


A secret trial and possible im- 
prisonment for life await Dr. Yis- 
rael Beer, Israeli military expert 
whose arrest as a Communist 
Spy has stunned the Jewish state. 

The ramrod-straight, chain 
smoking former Hagana officer 
Was arrested early en the morn- 
ing of March 31 as he walked 
along a Tel Aviv street toward 


his home. Word of his seizure: 


remained a secret, however, until 
the Israeli government gave per- 
mission for its publication this 
week. 

Dr. Beer is accused of trans- 
mitting military secrets to an 
agent of an unnamed Communist 
power with intent to harm state 
security, Although he at first de- 
nied the charge, according to the 
Jerusalem Post, he later admitted 
he was a spy when confronted 
with a mass of evidence gathered 
by Shin Bet, the Israeli security 
force, 

Because of the nature of much 
of the information Dr. Beer al 
legediy turned over to foreign 
agents, his trial is expected to 
be conducted in secret, Convic- 
tion carries a sentence of life 
imprisonment, 

The arrest of Dr. Beer, whose 
background is shrouded in un- 
certainty even over whether he 
actually is a Jew, promised to 





provoke another cause celebre 
similar to the one that shook Is- 
rael after allegations were lev- 
eled at former Defense Minister 
Pinhas Lavon. 

An intensive investigation has 
been launched into the apparent 
negligence that permitted a man 
with highly-placed connections— 
including the confidence and 
friendship of Premier David Ben 
Gurion — to operate as a Com- 
munist agent for years without 
detection. 

Some Israeli sources attempted 
to play down the significance of 
Dr. Beer’s spying efforts. But it 
was reported that he transmitted 
at least one piece of highly se- 
cret information — plans for the 
Sinai campaign in 1956—to Com. 
munist agents, who in turn for- 
warded the information to Egypt. 

By his own account, Dr. Beer 
was born in Vienna in 1912 and 
joined left-wing groups in his 
youth. When the Spanish Civil 
War began, he enlisted in the 
International Brigade, rising to 
the rank of colonel. by the time 
the Loyalist forces had been de- 
feated. 

A trained and experience sol- 
dier, he gained quick distinction 
in the Hagana and was one of 
the planners of the Israeli War 
of Liberation. 





He left the army in 1949 and 
devoted himself to writing ar- 
ticles for various Israeli publica- 
tions, lecturing and teaching mil. 
itary history at the University of 
Tel Aviv. 

Politically, he was associated 
with the left-wing Mapam during 
his early years in Israel, but 
later joined Ben Gurion’s Mapai 
party. He told his interrogators, 
after his arrest, that he had con- 
ducted his espionage activities 
for ideological reasons rather 
than for monetary gain. He said 
He was convinced the Communist 
system would conquer the world 
in the end, and thought Israel 
should adjust her plans -to fit 
the world Communist movement. 

The Washington Post, in a dis- 
patch from Tel Aviv, suggested 
that Dr. Beer may have been 
sent to Palestine as an agent in 
1938, and that in fact, he may 
not be a Jew at all. There was 
some speculation also that Dr 
Beer now held by the Israeli po- 
lice may not even be the same 
man who bore that name in Vien- 
na. 

Dr. Beer’s arrest, achieved 
through a tipoff by American 
agents in Israel, helps shed light 
on the Lavon affair, according 
to George Weller, Chicago Daily 
News correspondent in Rome. 





Mr. Weller says Dr. Beer was in 
a position close enough to Pre 
mier Ben Gurion to promote at- 
tempted bombings of American 
installations in Egypt by Israeli 
underground forces. The at 
tempts, undertaken without the 
knowledge of Defense Minister 
Lavon, failed, but when Egyptian 
counter-espionage agents uncov- 
ered the plot, it was blamed on 
Mr. Lavon. Behind the plot, says 
Mr. Weller, was the idea of dis- 
suading Henry Byroads, then 
U. S. ambassador in Cairo, from 
recommending military aid to 


Egypt by masking the bombings 
as Arab outrages. 

Shortly after his arrest, Dr 
Beer was reportedly given an op- 
portunity, at the suggestion of 
a government minister anxious 
to avoid the inevitable repercus- 


ed in the past were done away

“As to the Eilat proposal: Why 
does the UAR need free access 
to Eilat Port? There is not a 
single permanent Egyptian set- 
tlement along the entire Egyp- 
tian coast of the Gulf of Eilat 
and there exists no civilian road 
which would connect any Egyp- 
tian settlement with Eilat.

Concessions, he said, might 
simply embolden the Arabs to 
step up demands against Israel 
on the theory that Isracl was 
weakening. A proposal that Is- 
rae] admit a hundred thousand 
Arabs had already been rejected 
by the Arabs, he declared. 

“This means,” he added, “that 
Israel would have to admit sev- 
eral hundred thousand.”

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Former SS General to Testify 
Against Eichmann at Trial 


A Nazi SS general is expected 
to take the stand against his one- 
time compatriot, Adolf Eich- 
mann, once legal arguments are 
completed and witnesses begin 
to recount the horrors of the 
holocaust that swept 6 million 
Jews to their deaths, 


The former Nazi officer is Kurt 
Becher, who commanded the 
hated SS in Budapest at the time 
that Eichmann was supervising 
the liquidation of Hungarian 
Jewry. 

Word that Becher would ap- 
pear as a prosecution witness in 
the Eichmann trial when testi- 
mony begins next week came 
from Joel Brand, who is also ex- 
pected to play a prominent role 
in the prosecution’s exhaustive 
case against Eichmann. 

As reported in Maariv, Mr. 
Brand said on returning to Israel 
from West Germany that he had 
heard Becher’s attorney “declare 
before a German court that Bech 
er will act as a witness for the 
prosecution in Eichmann’s trial.” 

Becher, who presumably will 
be granted immunity to testify 
against Eichmann, escaped re- 
tribution for his part in the hole- 
caust on the strength of docu- 
ments signed by Dr. Rudolf Kast- 
ner, who purported to represent 
the Jewish Agency and the World 
Jewish Congress. Both organiza- 
tions have since denied they au- 
thorized Kastner to issue the doc: 
uments, which claimed that Bech- 
er aided the escape of Jews from 
Hungary. 


The legal arguments — open- 
ing presentations by prosecutor 





Gideon Hausner and Eichmann’s 
defense attorney, Dr. Robert Ser- 
vatius — were expected to be 
completed by week’s end, leaving 
the stage set for the start of 
testimony next week. 

The impassioned tone of the 
prosecution’s case was set from 
the first wor” >f Attorney Gen- 
eral Hausner’s opening argument. 

“This,” Mr. Hausner cried in a 
voice that pierced the tense si- 
lence of the Jerusalem court- 
room, “is the trial of the destroy- 
er... WhenT stand before you, 
judges of Israel, to accuse Adolf 
Eichmann, I do not stand here 
alone. Here with me stand 6 mil- 
lion prosecutors . . . Their blood 
cries to heaven, but their voices 
cannot be heard.” # 

Only a short time before, Eich- 
mann had heard the three-mem- 
ber panel of judges reject his 
claim that the trial was illegal 
and had pleaded not guilty to 
each of the 15 charges in the 
indictment against him. 

As the trial ground forward, 
new information was revealed 
about Eichmann’s imprisonment 
before he entered the courtroom. 

On the night Eichmann was 
transferred from Camp Gelami, 
the detention camp in the north 
of Israel where he was held cap- 
tive for almost a year, the Nazi 
colonel was given a large dose of 
sleeping pills, according to Ye- 
dioth Achronoth. Once asleep, he 
was Placed, still in bed, in an 
armored ambulance and trans. 
ported to “Eichmanngrad,” at the 
Beith Ha’am courthouse in Jeru- 
salem has come to be known. 
When Eichmann awoke, he found 





himself in the new detention cell 
without ever knowing how he 
got there, 


Hundreds of letters and cables 
from all parts of the world are 
being received at Beith Ha’am 
during the trial. Some carry 
words of encouragement for 
Eichmann, it was reported in 
Maariv. Most, however, denounce 
or even threaten the supervisor 
of the so-called final solution of 
the Jewish problem. Still others 
offer money to Eichmann’'s 
guards if they will secure his 
autograph. 


And, according to the London 
Sunday Telegraph, Eichmann has 
sent a cable to his wife in Ar- 
gentina, “Don’t try to come here 
for the trial,” the cable is quoted 
as saying. “This is my affair 
which does not concern you, I 
obeyed the orders I got and I 
expect you to behave in the same 
way.” 


In Germany, meanwhile, Dr. 
Fritz Bauer, the prosecutor gen- 
eral of Frankfurt, was quoted in 
Maariv as saying he is convinced 
that Martin Bormann, Hitler's 
personal aide, escaped from Der 
Fuehrer’s Berlin bunker in 1945 
and is alive. 


Dr. Bauer declined to elaborate 
on his thesis, but hinted that an 
underground organization known 
by the code name “Odessa,” may 
have helped Bormann escape, as 
it did other Nazi war criminals. 
Dr. Bauer said he has tried vain- 
ly for the last five years to enlist 
the help of Interpol, the interna- 
tional police organization, in 
tracking down known Nazis. 





Gullibility of Jewish Leaders 
Partly Blamed for Killings — 


NEW YORK (P-09 — A con- 
temporary of Anne Frank who 
lived to tell the tale of Nazi ter- 
ror says Amsterdam's “gullible” 
Jews were partially responsible 
for the deaths of 110,000 of 140- 
000 Dutch Jews. 

He is handsome, bearded sculp- 
tor Alfred Van Loen, 32, who — 
unlike the world-famed Dutch 
diarist — survived a stay in a 
concentration camp. 

Today Van Loen recalls bitter- 
ly: “The gullible Jewish Com- 
mittee in Amsterdam handed 
Over to the Germans an alpha- 
betical list of all the Jews in 
Holland, and the Germans just 
went alphabetically, and from 
door to door. 

“Without this, more than 25 
per cent could have been saved,” 

Van Loen, who was born in 
Germany and brought up in Hol- 
land, capitalized on his faultless 
German and Aryan looks in his 
work for the Dutch underground.

Asked about his personal credo, 
Van Loen says: “I think of the 
Old Testament as the most in- 
spiring lesson of our life today.

Stamp Collections Recall 
Grisly Nazi Death Camps 


LONDON (P-O) — Inhumanity 
and postage stamps may seem 
to be a strange mixture but to 
philatelists who have assembled 
collections of postal items deriv- 
ing from the concentration 
camps and ghettos of World War 
II, it is not so strange. 


Heart-rending perhaps but not 
strange. For the Nazis, in “or- 
ganizing” the extermination 
camps, also organized a postai 
system to handle the thousands 
of touching letters written by in 
mates to friends and relatives 
outside. And each camp and ghet- 
to had its separate type of stamp 
which now, as collectors’ items, 
recall the grim days of Nazi 
butchery and Jewish suffering. 7 


After the occupation of Poland 
in 1939, the Jewish Observer ana 
Middle East Review points out, 
the Jews were confined in ghet- 
tos and the German postal ad- 
ministration was faced with the 
problem of establishing some 
kind of postal facilities for the 
hundreds of thousands of ghetto 
inhabitants. The Nazis worked 
out special “Regulations Regard- 
ing Postal Services for Jews Res- 
ident in Ghettos.” These regula- 
tions ran into dozens of para- 
graphs ~ 


Though only very few Jews 
from the ghettos survived the 
German mass murders, a number 
of letters and postcards written 
by them or received by them 
from worried relatives and 
friends have been preserved. 


These postal items show a 
great variety of postmarks with 
the inscription “Judenrat” and 
rubber stamps in Yiddish. There 
are many different postal mark- 
ings from the Warsaw gheito, 
the Review stamp editor points 
out, from the time when the half 
million Jews living there estab- 
lished two post offices and made 
desperate efforts to maintain con- 
tact with the outside world. 





“The ghetto of Lodz,” writes 


the stamp editor, “played a spe- 
cial role. The Nazis were inter 
ested in utilizing, as lone pos- 
sible the 1200 enterpi.. and 
2,000,000 spindles of this highty 
industrialized textile manufactur: 
ing city. 


“A Jew, Mordecai Haim Rum- 
kowski, was nominated Der Al. 
teste der Juden’ (the. oldest of 
the Jews). He served for five 
years until he too was taken to 
Auschwitz. We find Rumkow- 
ski’s name, or at least his desig- 
nation, on each and every Postal 
item which left the Lodz ghetto. 
His signature is also found on 
the paper money issued for use 
within the ghetto. 


“More important for the stamp 
collector is the fact that his like- 
ness appears on a set of three 
‘Judenpost’ (Jewish Post) stamps 
with symbols of Lodz’ industry 
in the background, The Nazis 
permitted the use of these stamps 
for only a few days. However, 
some sheets of them were found 
after the liberation in the vaults 
of the Lodz Gestapo. 


“In most of the concentration 
camps, special postcards or let- 
ter forms with a pre-printed text 
were issued. The messages were 
usually confined to twenty or 
thirty words It is very sad to 
read some of. these short mes: 
sages where the inmates, tried to 
convey a special meaning by un- 
derlining certain words like ‘my 
dear’ or ‘thank you very much’ 
or ‘hope’ used in one context or 
another. Sometimes even on the 
printed forms one or two words 
were added which either escaped 
the censor or were allowed to 
pass, 


“The postage stamps on such 
letters or cards were usually 
partly removed or lifted. This 
was done by the censors in the 
search for hidden messages. In 
many cases the mail was treated 
chemically in order to detect in- 
visible ink.” 





Eichmann Has, ‘Better Chance’ 
In Israel, Says His Lawyer 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — Adolf 
Eichmann has a better chance 
before Israeli judges than he 
would have in a German Court, 
according to his attorney, Dr. 
Robert Servatius,’ as quoted in 
the Tel Aviv daily, “Yedioth 
Aharonoth.” 


“The juridicial procedure in Ger- 
many,” said Servatius, “is much 
more severe than in Israel, be- 
cause they use the ‘short trial’ 
system. The head of the court 
yells at the accused, sometimes 
unbalancing his mental and emo- 
tional processes and frightening 
him. 

“Also, the job of Counsellor 
for the Defense is not easy iu 
Germany. The Anglo-Saxon law 
and its juridical procedure, 
which is in effect in Israel, is- 
much more to my taste. Here 
the defense has a better opPpor- 
tunity. ° 


“In Israel, the judges are aware 
that they must try the case witn 
wisdom and therefore I believe | 
that Eichmann has a smal! 
chance. In Germany, the prosecu- 





tor would not have to make such 


as Israel Prosecutor Gideon 
Hausner is making. 

“J, as counsel for the defense, 
stand here in Israel in a much 
better atmosphere than I would 
in Germany, It is obvious that 
here the prosecutor appears as 
the opponent of the defendant 
but that is proper. The judges 
however are not that way and 
they do their best to be objective 
to the maximum degree and that 
is what is impvurtant.” 

The “Yedioth Aharonoth” re- 
porter asked Servatius if Eich- 
mann would reveal the names of 
other Nazis during the trial who 
were high up in the macliinery 
of Nazi mass murder. The law- 
yer replied in the negative 

In answer to a question wheth- 
er Eichmann was depressed and 
contemplating suicide, Servatius 
said that what seemed to be the 
defendant’s depression was mere 
ly a cold which he suffered com- 
ing to Jerusalem. Eichmann will 
never commit suicide, the law 
yer stated, “because the world 
would accept this as an admis 
sion of his guilt.” 





Servatius said that Eichmann 


efforts in the procedural stage | is thoroughly satisfied with the 


Israeli Judges’ conduct of the 
trial. The defendant may be 
called upon by Servatius to tell 
the court details of his kidnap- 
ping by Israeli agents in Argen- 
tina, the defense counsel as- 
serted. 

“You will be surprised,” Serv- 
atius told the reporter, “when 
Eichmann tells about the Wansa 
Conference in January 1942 at 
which the ‘final solution of the 
Jewish problem’ was advanced.” 


The lawyer indicated that tne 
cardinal defense plea will still 
be built around the contention 
that Eichmann was only carry- 
ing out the orders of his superi- 
ors and that he merely trans- 
ported Jewish victims to the ex- 
termination camps but had nv 
hand himself in their slaughter.

PRESSURE TO ACHIEVE MAY BE CAUSE 





Jewish Teen-age Delinquency Uncommon 
But Heartache Befalls Families It Hits 


By LEONARD LEADER 


LOS ANGELES (P-O)—Every 
one joined in the laughter when 
the young Jewish girl, acting out 
the parent, mimicked: “But you 
are a good Jewish girl.” 

For everyone of the nearly 20 
Jewish girls present were mem- 
bers of a “gang” of delinquents 
or near-delinquents, who lived in 
the heart of Los Angeles’ middle- 
class Jewish community. Each 
had heard an enraged, an unsym 
pathetic parent say the very 
same words: “But you’re a good 
Jewish girl.” 

The surprising story of a group 
of Jewish girls who had reached 
the problem stage was detailed 
in an exclusive interview with 
The National Jewish POST and 
OPINION. Interviewed was the 
Registered Social Worker who 
worked with the group on as 
signment from the city’s Special 
Service for Groups, a private 
agency concerned with delinquen- 
cy prevention. 


In the past, the group of 20 to 
25 Jewish girls, ranging in age 
from 16 to 20, had been involved 
in such illegal activities as shop- 
lifting, use of narcotics, promis 
cious sex relations, drinking. 
fighting and violation of Los An 
geles’ strict curfew law. 

Originally products of the en- 
vironment of the city’s former 
Jewish stronghold (now become 
Mexican), the girls became asso- 
ciated with a boys’ gang, com- 
posed of Mexican-American 
youth and some Jewish boys. 

When the transition to the 
western part of Los Angeles was 
made by the bulk of the Jewish 





community these girls still kept 
their ties to the boys. At all times 
the group was overwhelmingly 
Jewish 

Though the base of the girls’ 
group was in a middle-class com- 
munity, the social worker noted 
that “they come from a wide 
variety of homes, ranging from 
working class to upper middle 
class, where money is no particu- 
lar problem.” 

One girl described, now 17, hac 
married at the age of 15 — three 
months before the birth of her 
son. She lives with her parents 
and her child. Her Mexican-Amer- 
ican husband, now 19, is unem- 
ployed. Though they do not live 
together, they are not estranged. 

Home life for this girl was de- 
seribed as difficult, with cor. 
stant bickering and carping crit 
icism from ashamed parents. 

Asked to describe another sam- 
ple member of the group, the 
social worker told of M——. a 
17 year old, who joined the gang 
at the age of 13, when she was 
in Junior High. She started to 
run around with the boys as 
school work became more diffi 
cult, and her grades ‘egan to 
drop. She had been smoking since 
she was 12, 

“Running around” meant meet- 
ing the boys at drive-in movies, 
riding in stolen cars, wearing 
hair in a stacked up fashion and 
generally severing ties with her 
family. 


When the family was first con- 
fronted with the situation they 
reacted disbelievingly and _ vio- 
lently. 


“My girl is a good girl. .I 





Friendly Miami Kids Say ‘Si, $I 
As Cuban Refugees Join Playtime 


When a Miami moppet says 
“Si” instead of “Yes” to mom 
she knows that her offspring has 
struck up firm friendships with 
Cuban refugee children being 
helped at branches of the Greater 
Miami Jewish Community Cen- 
ter. 

While the parents of the pre- 
school Cuban children are out 
working seeking to carve a liveli- 
hood in a new land the kids are 
becoming junior ambassadors of 
good will. 

But the language courses work 
both ways, the Jewish Floridian 
reports. The Cuban youngsters 
have been learning to speak the 
American way while teaching 
the Miami children how to con- 
verse in Spanish. 

The greatest need of the many 
Cubans who have fled the wrath 
of Castro has been day-care of 
pre-schoolers, Efraim H. Gale, 
executive director of the Center, 
reports 

And the Center has responded 
handsomely. The children attend 
the early development program 
where they learn to adapt them- 
selves to a new culture. And this 
gives the Cuban mother a chance 
to find a job and support her 
family. 

Often mothers and children are 
able to flee Cuba but fathers 
must femain behind. So it is es- 
sential that the mothers find 
work. 

The older children aren’t neg- 





lected by the Center, however. 
The summer day camp program 
is being made available as a 
means of tiding them over the 
long summer months. And at the 
same time they learn American 
customs and make friends. 

Ani families without funds 
don’t have to worry. Financial 
support through a_ scholarship 
program, has been made avail- 
able to the Cubans in their time 
of need. 





won't believe it ... it’s those 
kids she is associating with .. .” 

Working with the family is one 
of the Special Service Group 
techniques in meeting the prob. 
lem, Jewish families, like others 
first meeting the problems, try 
to control the girl rigidly. Going 
out is forbidden; seeing friends 
is forbidden. But the problem 
worsens — due in part to this 
inflexible, non-understanding ap- 
proach. 

It is at this point that the “you 
are a good Jewish girl’ refrain 
is hurled at the girl The pres- 
sure to avoid non-Jewish boys 
the attempt to draw on tradition 
which the girl doesn’t grasp -- 
all is tried in vain. 

All that is accomplished is a 
strengthening of the girl’s feei 
ing of rebellion, of being un- 
wanted, of being misunderstood. 
of not having a home. Swearing, 
anger, parents at the end of their 
rope — and an impasse — these 
are the results. 

Now the “gang” becomes the 
“home,” the place of common re- 
bellion — the place where under- 
standing and sympathy is found. 

In the past year and a half the 
group has begun to dissglve 
Some have found the road back 
to understanding, even schol, 
and better social relationships. 
Some have gone the other way— 
to further delinquency — and 
even prison. 

But in the main, the social 
worker has begun to win over 
the girls and to get better par 
ental understanding and cooper- 
ation. 

Though not Jewish herself, the 
social worker has learned much 
on this particular assignment 
with the Jewish group. 

Years of experience had pre- 
pared her to meet certain of the 
problems involved with this 
group, but Jewish parents, she 
felt, had to realize not only the 
general pressures that caused 
confusion and conflict for grow- 
ing children — but something 
more. 

That “more” was defined not 
only as “cultural background 
conflicts,” but the special pres- 
sures on Jewish children “to 
achieve.” She saw this emphasis 
in Jewish homes as a special and 
extra family pressure — “you 
are Jewish — you must be better 
—you must achieve.” 

“But you're a good Jewish 
girl.”

A TOURING RABBI'S DILEMMA: 
A BAR MITZVA--TOKYO STYLE 


A bar mitzvah in Tokyo com- 
plete with a kosher kiddush 
seems like the ideal way for a 
touring rabbi to spend the sab- 
bath. But the morning produced 
little joy for Chief Rabbi L. I. 
Rabinowitz of Johannesburgh, 
South Africa. 

After a four-mile walk from 
his hotel to the synagogue, Rabbi 
Rabinowitz met his first disap- 
pointment: the’ service wasn’t 
going to start at the scheduled 
9 am. Instead it was delayed 
until 9:45 so all the guests would 
be sure to see the bar mitzvah 
boy recite. 


And reports the rabbi in the 
South African Jewish Times, he 
eagerly awaited an opportunity 
to address the boy and the con- 
gregation at the conclusion of tae 
reading from the torah and the 
blessing. 


But the invitation didn’t come. 
Instead the boy gave the sermon. 
And it was no easy task even 
though the lad had achieved his 
religious majority. For though 
the speech was excellent, the 
boy — becoming a man in the 
presence of a representative cf 
the State of Israel, born and 
brought up in Japan and an 
American citizen — had his work 
cut out for him. 

He solemly pledged he would 
do his duty to the Jewish com- 
munity, to Israel, to Japan and

Italian Jews Assimilate 
6,000 Converts in 27 Years 


ROME (P-O) — Italy’s hardy 
Jewish community numbers 30- 
000 today and it’s fighting hard 
to maintain its identity against 
the double drains of assimilatior:: 
intermarriage and conversion, 

Some observers suggest a 
trifle wryly that if Italy’s Jews 
could produce a population ex- 
plosion to match that of Sicily’s 
peasants, they could forget their 
fears of assimilation. 

That failing, the solution seems 
to be education with emphasis 
on spreading the roots of Jew- 
ish culture down to every men:- 
ber of the community — not just 
the elite. 


The drain of defectors from 
the community has been substan 





tial. From 1932 to 1959, at least 
6,000 Jews were baptized or 
otherwise made clear they wanted 
to cut their ties to Judaism. 
Only 174 tried to get back into 
the fold. 


There are no statistics on in- 
termarriage, but the rate is 
known to be substantial, 

Dr. Augusto Segre, head of the 
department of culture and edu- 
cation of The Union of Italian 
Jewish Communities, is a firm 
believer in education as the key 
to the assimilation problem. 


He notes with pride that there 
are now nine Jewish elementary 
schools in the nation and three 
high schools. The total attend- 





ance today is not much more 
than 2,000, but Dr. Segre believes 
that new plans to coordinate text- 
books and curricula in the schools 
and attempts to impress Jewish 
parents with the importance of 
a Jewish education for their 
youngsters will fill out the roils. 

In addition there are summer 
camps for Jewish children, He- 
brew courses, trips to Israel and 
regional conferences of rabbis. 
educators and other figures. 

In sum, they are the antidote 
many Jewish leaders here hope 
will enable the Jewish commu. 
nity to survive this latest chal- 
lenge in a land where Jews have 
lived in relative peace for two 
thousand years,

Agency Debt to Be Liquidated 
Will Pay 10 M Over 10 Years 


NEW YORK (P-O)—It is ex- 
pected that the seventy-one-or- 
two million dollar debt of the 
Jewish Agency Inc. will be li- 
quidated in ten years, Nothwith- 
standing protests by Israel Jew- 
ish agency treasurér Dr. Dov 
Joseph, ten million dollars a 
year will be taken from the top 
of UJA proceeds to repay the 
accumulated debts. 


The funds were borrowed 
when UJA receipts were insuf- 
ficient to cover needs of trans- 





porting and absorbing immi- 
grants into Israel over the last 
13 years. 


The agency will repay about 
6 or 7 million this year and make 
a new loan of sixty-five million 
dollars which will be repaid at 
the rate of 6.5 million annually, 
with an additional four million 
in interest. Dr. Joseph had re- 
quested that repayment be 
stretched over a longer period, 
thereby decreasing the present 
outlay.

Blum Ignores Professions 


To Become a Jockey 


For a Jewish boy to grow up 
to be a doctor, a lawyer, a stu- 
dent: That figures. But for a 
Jewish boy to become a jockey? 
Who ever heard of such a thing? 

That, nevertheless, is what 
happened to Brooklyn-born Wal- 
ter Blum. Now, at the age of 26 
and with an annual income of 
“around $25,000,” Blum has little 
cause to regret that he didn’t 
enter one of the more prestigious 
professions. 

Blum’s story is reported in the 
Jewish Exponent of Brooklyn in 
an article by Ralph Bernstein. 

Blum feels that at least two 
factors led to his becoming a 
jockey instead of following one 
of the more usual occupations: 
his size, his fate. 

“My folks, I guess, would have 
liked me to be a judge. But this 
is what I was meant for. I was 
small while attending high school 
in Brooklyn, and lots of people 





Turkish Jewish Community Beset 


By Lack of Rabbinic Authority 


ISTANBUL, Turkey (P-O) — 
Turkey’s 40,000 Jews — a tiny 
community in an overwhelming- 
ly Moslem land — are drifting 
today — desperately in search of 
a leader. 

They are waiting for word 
from the authorities that they 
can go forward with the election 
of a Chief Rabbi to replace Rab- 
bi Raphael Saban who died last 
November, 

The election would be the first 
Step in what promises to be a 
long and hard campaign to re- 
Store the morale of Turkey’s 
Jews, who were subjected to in- 
tense anti-religious policies by 
Suceeding governments followirg 
their establishment of the re- 
public, 

Because the Jewish community 
was not permitted to establish 
& Rabbinical Seminary here ur- 
til 1955, there are few candidates 
for the post of Chief Rabbi who 
evoke the respect and enthusi 
asm of Turkey’s Jews. 

The lack of religious leaders 
is especially pressing in the pro- 
Vinces, 

Many synagogues have had to 
tlose in small communities. 
Some pockets of Jews in the 
Sutlving regions have to import 





kosher meat from neighboring 
towns because there are no sho- 
hetim. 


The situation tears at the pride 
of Turkey’s proud Jewish com- 
munity, which up until the early 
'20’s Produced some of the 
world’s most celebrated rabbis: 
Haim Nahouom — the late Chief 
Rabbi of Egypt — and Moshe 
Ventura — who is now living in 
Israel. 

The government’s policy in 
years past resulted in the emi- 
gration of half Turkey’s Jewish 
population and although the pres- 
ent military regime professes 
sympathy for the Jewish minor- 
ity, the heritage of the past can- 
not so easily be oer-turned. 


Two young rabbis who might 
figure in the election of the Chief 
Rabbi are out of the country 
and show little inclination to re- 
turn, One went back to the U. S., 
where he received his training, 
because he could not muster a 
reform congregation here. 


When — and if — the regime 
grants authorization to leaders 
from the various communities 
and Jewish institutions to elect 
a chief Rabbi, the leading candi- 
date is Rabbi David Asseo, di- 





rector of the Rabbinical Semi- 
nary and secretary-general of 
the Chief Rabbinate. He worked 
in that post under Rabbi Saban. 

Rabbi Asseo, while not as 
strictly orthodox as some of the 
other candidates, is a young man 
who is extremely popular with 
the younger generation of Tur- 
kish Jews, 

Once the Chief Rabbi is elected 
—whoever he is — he faces the 
task of solving the second prob- 
lem confronting his followers 
here: balking the government’s 
scheme of imposing a new com- 
munal structure on Turkey's 
Jewish community. ; 

The new setup would decen- 
tralize the current establishment 
and might lead to the closing of 
some of the synagogues, founda- 
tions and social institutions 
across the country. The Grand 
Rabbinate, understandably, ob- 
jects te the plan and at the sug. 
gestion of the Interior Minister 
has sent a Petition outlining its 
position. 

But the petition — like the re- 
quest for authority to elect a 
Chief Rabbi — has drawn no re- 


sponse yet and Turkey’s Jews 
can only watch, wait and pray 


used to say: ‘Walter, why don’t 
you become a jockey?’” 

But the suggestions of neigh- 
bors and friends failed to have 
much effect on the tiny (then he 
was only 4-foot 3-inches tall) 
youngster. 

“Oh, I went horseback riding,” 
he says, “but the racetrack must 
have been the furthest thing 
from my mind. I never even 
dreamed of riding.” 

What seems to have been the 
turning point in Blum’s life came 
when he was 17. A friend who 
worked as an exercise boy at 
the old Jamaica racetrack 
brought young Walter around 
for a look-see. 

That did it. Blum decided he 
wanted to work there too, and 
he asked his friend’s boss, famed 
trainer Hirsch Jacobs, for a job. 
Turned down because there were 
no openings, Walter persisted, 
asking the next man he saw at 
the track. This fellow turned out 
to be a trainer—and he gave the 
youth a job as a stable boy. 

That meant quitting school, a 
move which disappointed Blum’s 
parents. But they went along 
with their son’s wishes. 

Walter started off doing odd 
jobs, one of which was walking 
horses. Later, he was allowed to 
gallop them. 

“Meanwhile,” he recalls, “I 
talked Mr. Jacobs into giving me 
a job with the promise of an op- 
portunity to ride. It took me 
two years to learn what it was 
all about—this ‘business of riding 
horses. You wouldn’t believe 
what is involved before you get 





a chance to boot one out of the 
starting gate.” 

Blum’s first victory came in 
his 14th race as an apprentice 
jockey—and it’s still in his 
memory. He calls it “The great- 
est thing that ever happened 
to me.” 

Since then, there have been 
many others, the biggest coming 
three years ago at Atlantic City 
where his horse won a $100,000 
purse, about $10,000 of which 
went to Blum. 

The jockey and his wife have 
a two-year-old son, and another 
child is on the way. They have 
a house in Miami, where Blum 
rides during the winter. At other 
times, they travel the racing cir- 
cuit, living in a trailer. In the 
summer, Blum generally rides at 
New Jersey tracks — especially 
Garden State—right near his in- 
laws home at Pennsauken. 


Racing is not without its perils 
and Blum has twice only nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury. 
The first time was at Monmouth 
Park in 1954 where he was 
thrown under his  mount’s 
hooves, but miraculously, suf- 
fered only bruises. The second 
came in the Belmont Stakes in 
1959 in which Eddie Arcaro was 
injured. Arcaro’s horse, Black 
Hills, stumbled. 

Blum’s horse, Lake Erie, fell 
over Black Hills. Blum was 
thrown, but only shaken up. 


“In fact” he adds “I’ve been 
fortunate ever since I started 
riding. This is a dangerous 
fame. You need a lot of luck.” 





Catholics More Concerned 
Than Jews Over ‘Conflicts’ 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Jewish 
psychologists are not as con- 
cerned over the conflicts that 
arise when conventions fall on 
Jewish holidays as their Catho- 
lic colleagues are concerned over 
meetings that conflict with Cath- 
olic Holy Days. 

So declared Carl H. Rush, sec- 
retary of the Eastern Psycholog- 
ical Association, in answering a 
letter from a Boston psychologist 
—Rabbi David Mostofsky—who 
protested the scheduling of a 
meeting of the psychological as- 
sociation on Jewish Passover. 





After pointing out that “you 
can’t please everybody” and that 





meeting dates, sometimes ar- 
ranged two years ahead, are 
often prone to conflict with ob- 
servances of interest to particu- 
lar groups, Mr. Rush said that 
Rabbi Mostofsky’s complaint was 
the first of its kind received from 
a Jewish source. 

The secretary added that when 
the association’s meeting dates 
conflicted with Good Friday, he 
was always sure to receive “lots 
of protests from Catholics.” 

Rabbi Mostofsky, a graduate 
of Yeshiva University, is now 
connected with Boston Univer- 
sity as a psychologist.

Place second layer of cake, mer- 
ingue side up on top. Spread 
with remaining whipped topping 
and garnish with the remaining 
fruit. Chill before serving. Note: 
This torte is excellent served 
with fruit only, or filled with 
jam. For lower caloric content, 
skim milk may be used.

Young Intellectuals Shun Jewishness 
Commentary Symposium Indicates 


Perhaps the most striking fea- 
ture of Commentary’s current 
symposium, “Jewishness And The 
Younger Intellectuals,” is that 
most of the participants don’t 
think of themselves as Jews -- 
except when confronted by Com- 
mentary’s questionnaire. 

In fact, many of the contribu- 
tors expressed open annoyance 
with what they felt was an over 
simplified approach, 

The survey, which was sent out 
to 50 “intellectuals” — and drew 
31 replies — posed half a dozen 
questions, all touching on the 
basic question of Jewish identiti- 
cation. 

Has the situation of the Jew ir 
America changed since World 
War II? Almost all the contribu- 
tors agreed it had, and for the 
better, but, as author Alan Tem- 
ko pointed out: “Bigotry in vir- 
tually all of its forms .. . has 
declined perceptibly in this coun- 
try since the last war...” 

In answer to another question, 
many of the participants showed 
a feeling of nostalgia for the 
earlier generation of “socialist” 
Jews, envying their commitmert 
to an ideal. 


They didn’t feet that the rela- 
tion of Jewry to America was a 
very significant one, at least as 
distinguished from the entire 
complex of Judeo-Christian te. 
liefs. “Consider for a moment 
what would happen if all the 
Jews were to disappear from 
America,” said Dr Enoch Gordis. 
“Except for the loss of a slight 
Yiddish tone to New York City, 
the change could be undetectable 
in that America which extends 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific.” 


Very few of the contributors 
felt any “obligation,” or “rever- 
ence” towards the Jewish tradi- 
tion specifically. And on the ques- 
tion of their childrens’ conver: 
sion to another faith, most would 
agree with Barnard philosophy 
professor Judith Jarvis: “That 
our children should convert to 
another religion no more strikes 
us as a real possibility than that 
they should convert to Judaism 
itself.” 

The final question dealt with 
sympathy for the State of Israel, 
and here the contributors were 
almost unanimous in their pro- 
Israel sentiments. 


In his introduction, Comment- 
ary editor Norman Podhoretz 
compared the present seminér 
with one conducted in 1944 by 





Commentary’s predecessor, the 
Contemporary Jewish Record 
Under the guise of discovering 
“whether there was any import- 
ant difference between the liter- 
ary work produced by American 
writers of Jewish descent 
and that of their ‘Christian col 
leagues,’” that symposium (ac- 
cording to Podohoretz) was try- 
ing to determine the relationship 
between the beliefs of “assimila- 
tionist” intellectuals and “the re- 
vival of anti-Semitism as a power 
ful fore? «....” 

Critic Alfred Kazin said then: 
“Who is the American Jew? .. 
What does he believe ... ? What 
a pity he should feel ‘different,’ 
when he believes so little; what 
a stupendous moral pity,histor- 
ically, that Fascist cutthroats 
should have their eyes on him 
too, when he asks for so littie, 





only to be safe, in all the Babbitt 
warrens.” ' 

Fifteen years removed from 
the Nazi threat, this generation 
of young Jewish intellectuals is 
not security-minded, but anony- 
mity-minded. They think of them- 
selves as Jews only in rather 
marginal situations. Like New 
York Post reporter Alfred G. 
Aronowitz, they may not buy 
Volkswagons. 

Probably their most important 
sense of identification lies in 
their sympathy for all minori- 
ties—although one could argue 
that a good Christian would have 
this preoccupation, too. 


But mostly they are the sons 
and daughters of non-observar.t 
second- and third-generation 
Americans, who are even further 
away from Jewish identification 
than their parents. 
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Urges Rabbis to Exercise 
Real Spiritual Leadership 


CHICAGO (P-O)—Rabbis are 
urged to show more initiative in 
exercising spiritual leadership by 
a Chicago rabbi writing in a re- 
cent issue of “Shema”, a pub- 
lication of the Chicago Board of 
Rabbis. 

Rabbi Sol Landau deplores the 
fact that the Rabbi’s active lead- 
ership has become so “insignifi- 
cant” in the modern Jewish com- 
munity. 

“Would we not expect,” he 
writes, “that the Jewish commu- 
nity—if anything more now than 
ever before—needs the experi- 
ence, the insight, the plan of 
Judaism to be brought to the 
deliberation of its people’s life 
and future? 

“Can anything be gained from 
a spiritual leadership that is lim- 
ited to abstract teaching and 
preaching? Should Judaism’s 
counsel be kept away from the 
practical questions of its people? 

“Judaism has a message which 
should be transmitted through 
its spiritual leadership whether 





‘Relevance of Organized Religion to World Affairs’ 
Questioned by Youths Shunning Ministry 


NEW YORK (P-O) — The 
growing reluctance of young 
men to enter the Rabbinate and 
the ministry of other faiths is 
attributed by religious educa- 
tors to skepticism regarding the 
“relevance of the church to world 
affairs.” 

These young people, the edu- 
cators believe, question the im- 
portance of the ministry in a 
world where science, politics and 
the atom bomb have taken over 
paramount consideration in the 
public mind. 

“The nation’s plea for scien- 
tists since sputnik went into 
orbit in 1957,” said one religious 
commentator, “has ‘called’ many 
who would otherwise be entering 
rabbinical schools and seminar- 
ies. Science has almost been 
made a religion of its own, par- 
ticularly by philosopher physi- 
cists relating it to the ethical 
problems.” 

The problem of “relevance” is 
a difficult one to surmount, ac- 
cording to religious leaders, who 
are desperately seeking ways to 
persuade youth against a rigidly 
secularistic view of the world in 
which they live. 

According to a survey in the 
New York Times, the Protestant 
denominations are hardest hit 
and most worried.

Rabbi’s Avowal of Segregation 
Scored by London Colleague 


A vitriolic attack directed at 
Rabbi Shalom Coleman put a 
damper on his recent investiture 
as new minister of the South 
Head Synagogue in London. 

Before more than 300 commu 
nal leaders, civic dignitaries and 
congregants, Rabbi Coleman was 
scored for “airing his views in 
favor of Aparatheid.” The critic- 
ism was voiced by Rabbi O. 
Abramson, a leading figure in 
the London Rabbinate. 

Aparatheid is the social fester 
which has recently torn the new 
republic of South Africa. Headed 
by Dr. Verwoeerd, a fanatic de- 
votee of segregation, South Af- 
rica split with the British Com- 
monwealth after Parliament de- 
nounced the Vorweerd principles 





Speaking in Yiddish, Rabbi 
Abramson said that Rabbi Cole- 
man, who was a rabbi in South 
Africa, had “committed a sin and 
a blunder’ in expressing his 
views on the subject. “Every Jew- 
ish person, most Particularly a 
rabbi, is bound to condemn any 
form of discrimination, no mat- 
ter what the reason.” 

Rabbi Abramson’s heated at- 
tack was in direct contast to the 
opinions of other principals at 
the induction ceremonies. 

Interviewed later, Rabbi Cole- 
man said he had no objection to 
criticism. But he felt that his 
induction was a poor and ill- 
timed juncture for his personal 
beliefs to be impugned.

The Roman Catholic major 
seminaries are better off, accord- 
ing to the Times, but the hier- 
archy is concerned that priestly 
and other religious vocations are 
not keeping up with the rise in 
the Catholic population. 

The Times survey shows that 
all three of the nation’s major 
Jewish sects — Orthodox, Con- 
servative and Reform—are ex- 
periencing a shortage of Rabbis. 
The rapid expansion of Congre- 
gations, with Synagogues spring- 
ing up all over the country, has 
complicated the problem. 

Annual reports indicate that 
enrollments in the Rabbinical 
schools, which have shown un- 
precedented increases in the last 
15 years, are leveling off. So far, 
only the officials at Yeshiva Uni- 
versity, an Orthodox institution 
here, have decided that heavy 
pump-priming is necessary. 

“This spring,” a Yeshiva of- 
ficial remarked, “‘we are inter- 





viewing at the college level every 
student who qualifies and ask- 
ing him ‘Why don’t you consider 
entering the Rabbinate?’ 

“A real problem is that the 
financial situation is becoming 
more acute. If a student is on 
the ball, he has a tremendous 
opportunity to get arts and sci- 
ence fellowships but not for the 
theological courses, 

“For this reason, Yeshiva has 
decided to set up a special fel- 
lowship program for Rabbinical 
students and provide low cost 
apartments for those who are 
married.” 

All three branches of Judaism, 
the Times. survey indicates, rely 
heavily on campus _ religious 
agencies, summer Hebrew camps 
and young peoples’ groups in 
Synagogues to attract candidates 
for the Rabbinate. All three will 
have to increase their recruit- 
ing efforts to combat the grow- 
ing apathy among youth toward 
embracing a Rabbinical career, 
the survey states.

answer questions but not to take 
the initiative in providing active 
spiritual leadership? 

“To illustrate this with an area 
in which the Rabbi is directly, 
concerned: it is no secret that 
inter-marriage is increasing and 
one of the greatest threats to 
the spiritual life of a people, 
However, it was the Herzl Insti- 
tute in New York City, and not 
a Rabbinical body, that first 
called a major conference on 
inter-marriage. 

“In the area of Jewish educa 
tion itself, many Rabbis have 
gone along with the notion that 
the professional educator alone 
is responsible for it. Many com: 
munity voices have been heard 
lately which give support to the 
impression that education is the 
exclusive domain of the special- 
ists. 

“Certainly it is necessary that 
special experts be trained and 
empowered to take charge of our 
schools and educational institu- 
tions. However, can the spiritual 
leader give up his place in edu- 
cation and expect to influence a 
new generation? Is not his role 
as an educator primary in his 
endeavors?”

Kohn Takes Issue With Doting Liberals 
Whose ‘Love’ of Jews Is Often Baffling 


JERUSALEM (P-O)—Liberals 
who “adore” the Jews are dis- 
appointed that the Jews have 
shunned opportunities to immo- 
late themselves in the flames of 
the “liberals’” immortal love of 
them, according to Moshe Kohn, 
writing in the Jerusalem Post. 

Kohn, a reporter for the Jeru- 
salem Post, who was formerly 
managing editor of the National 
Jewish Post, cites the utterances 
of “friends of the Jews” like 
Henrik Ibsen, Mahatma Ghandi 
and Richard Crossman to illus- 
trate his point. 

Ibsen, a loudly professed lib- 
eral, expressed strong resent- 
ment at first mention of a Jew- 
ish State, according to Kohn, 
and remarked cryptically “Who 
wants a Jewish State?” Ibsen 
felt there were “enough nation- 
alisms” without the addition of 
any new ones. 

“He thought it unfortunate,” 
wrote Kohn, “that after two 
millennia as perhaps the world’s 
only nobility, the Jews were now 
preparing to sell their spiritual 
birthright for an unholy mess 
of statehood. 





“Ghandi, apparently not hav- 
ing read any Jewish history, 
wondered why the Jews did not 
make their homes in the lands 
in which they were born: and 
where they earned their liveli- 
hood, instead of seeking to per- 
petrate a ‘crime against human- 
ity’ (by reducing) the proud 
Arabs so that Palestine could 
be restored to the Jews partly 
or wholly as their national home- 
land. 

“Ghandi also took the Jews to 
task for not having the heroism, 
the imagination, the faith, to 
practice passive resistance, ac- 
cording to the principle of Satye- 
graha, against their persecutors, 
especially in Germany. 

“A great hope of the 20th cen- 
tury was The Revolution which, 
in addition to abolishing exploit- 
ation, poverty and war, made 
anti-Semitism a crime and guar- 
anteed the Jews equal rights. 
Zionism, therefore, was an ex- 
pression of a lack of faith in 
the Revolution as the solution 
to the Jewish problem. 

“Now I don’t know which of 
these elements or combination 





of them makes up the mind and 


soul of Richard Crossman, but’ 


he is disappointed in us. Yes, 
the very R.H.S..Crossman who 
may be said to have been one 
of the proud attendants at the 
birth of the State of Israel. 

“His disappointment is occa 
sioned by this wretched Eich- 
mann business. No, he is not 
disappointed, it is rather that 
he feels ‘more and more uneasy’ 
about the kind of fuss Israel is 
making over Eichmann who af 
ter all was not more than & 
‘faceless bureaucrat.’ 

“Now rest assured that this is 
not’ some mere anti-Jewish oF 
anti-Israel Mr. X who is ur 
easy but R.H.S. Crossman who 
has untold ‘Jewish and Israel 
friends’ of whom quite a num 
ber feel equally uneasy.”

False Jewish Self-Image 
Restraining Maturity in U.S. 


By G. M. COHEN 
False images of themselves 

held by Jews make impossible a 

realistic adaptation to the Amer- 

ican environment, a rabbi teach- 
ing at a school of divinity said 
jn Indianapolis last week. 

He is Rabbi Lou Silberman, 
who formerly held pulpits in 
Texas, Nebraska and Tennessee 
and now is on the staff of Van. 
derbilt U’s. School of Divinity in 
Nashville. 

Silberman told an audience at 
the forum of Beth El Congrega- 
tion in Indianapolis that the list 
of false images are many. He 
named three: 

1, The shtetl image. This is the 
idealistic community that 
never existed in real life, and 
is an imaginary image of uto- 
pian Jewish life in Europe. 
The attempt to duplicate it 
on the American environment 
led only to unrealistic goals. 

2. The heroic or Maccabean im.- 
age. This made U. S. Jews 
feel as if they, with upraised 
rifles, were manning the bar- 
ricades and repulsing the Arab 
hordes. This was unrealistic 
and led to abnormalities in 
American Jewish life. 

3. The victim image. This image 
has bothered him more and 
more in recent years, Prof. 
Silberman asserted. It made 
U. S. Jews less effective in 
times of crisis and caused 
them to desist from taking 
proper roles in social action. 
He used as an example of the 

deleterious effect of this victim 

image, a recent column syndi- 
cated in many Jewish papers in 
which a spokesman for The 

American Jewish Congress was 

challenged for appearing on a 

national TV hookup with a Cath- 

olic priest. 

The column, written by Boris 
Smolar, editor in chief of the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency, crit- 
icized the Congress for per- 
mitting the Jews to be pitted 
against the Catholics, when the 
Protestants should also have been 
in the same controversial posi- 
tion. 

Said Prof. ’ Silberman: ‘It is a 
terrible thing that a Jew cannot 
Speak out as an American on any 


issue.” He did not name Smolar 
or the JTA. 

Sooner or later, he said, we 
find ourselves confronted with 
the hard image of reality, while 
the false images, which although 
neurotic nevertheless are real, 
have led us astray. 

He compared the effect of this 
false image on the Jew with the 
problems which affect the South 
because it still holds to the mag- 
nolia and honeysuckle image in- 
stead of facing up to hard con- 
ditions as they are. 

Prof. Silberman said that it is 
only when we understand our- 
selves that we can hope to under. 
stand others. 

In the question and answer 
period, he gave as an example 
of the harm done by a false 
image the Jewish education sys- 
tem in the U. S. Until recently 
the goal was to reproduce Jew- 
ish education as it existed in the 
shtetl. This led to ignoring the 
needs of Jews in the American 
environment in favor of the old- 
fashioned melamed approach 
which had no real chance of suc: 
cess on the American scene. 
Once we get rid of this false 
image of the shtetl we have a 
chance to do a better job, one 
we haven’t done yet, he added. 


Turning to the Jews of the 
South he stated that they were 
affected by the victim image 
which made them worry exten- 
sively about what the rabble. 
rouser or the crackpot or even 
the more elegant neighbor were 
saying. He said that a correct 
essayal of themselves would en- 
able them to act out of the deep- 
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est insights of their own heri- 
tage. This would enable the Jews 
of the South to work with every 
affirmative constructive force to 
build a new south, 


He also pointed out that the 
Jews were not the only ones in- 
volved in the struggle in the 
South. “We play only a small 
role,” he said. 


Rabbi Silberman almost broke 
down in answering a question 
on Eichmann. He said he was 
hardly concerned with the legal 
and procedural questions, but 
would be involved when it came 
time to decide on Eichmann’s 
fate. Whatever was done to him 
would be trivial and irrelevant 
in the face of the enormity of 
his crime, he said. 

Later after the meeting, Prof. 
Silberman told the few standing 
around him that many American 
Jews might find.themselves ex- 
posed by the disclosures at the 
trial. He said great turmoil could 
develop in this U. S. Jewish com- 
munity by failings of the U. S. 
Jewish community during the 
Hitler period. 





Kaddish Said by Daughter 
Preferred Over A Stranger

Conservative Rabbi Joshua Stam- 
fer of Congregation Ahavai Sho- 
lom here. 

Writing in the Congregation 
bulletin “Ahavai Sholom Chron- 
icle,’ Rabbi Stamfer uses an old 
letter written by Henrietta Szold 
to Haym Peretz to illustrate his 
point of view. 

Peretz had offered to say Kad- 
dish for Henrietta Szold’s moth- 
er and received this reply: “I 
cannot ask you to say Kaddish 
after my mother. The Kaddish 
means to me that the survivor 
publicly and markedly manifests 
his wish and intention to assume 
the relation to the Jewish com- 
munity which his parent had and 
that so the chain of tradition re- 
mains unbroken from generation 
to generation each adding its 
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own link. You can do that for 
the generation of your own fam- 
ily. I must do that for the gen- 
eration of my family. 


“I believe that the elimination 
of women from such dyties was 
never intended by our law and 
custom. Women were freed from 
positive duties when they could 
not perform them but not when 
they could. It was never intended 
that, if they could perform them, 
their performance of them should 
not be considered as valid and 
valuable as when one of the 
male sex performed them. And 
of the Kaddish I feel this is par- 
ticularly true.”

when it must be finalized and 
approved by the Board and/or 
the membership. 


Late spring days are problem. 
days for all congregations, whe- 
ther fiscal period comes to a 
Close or not. The reasons for this 
are two-fold. One reason can be 
termed a tradition while the sec- 
ond is strictly a new, American 
phenomenon. It seems to be a 
tradition that Jews consider their 
affiliation with the synagogue a 
month or so before the advent 
of the High Holydays and a part 
of that consideration is meeting 
their monetary obligations. So it 
is, that despite numerous letters 
and appeals in the synagogue 
bulletin, members hold off meet- 
ing their financial obligations 
until they get notice about seat- 
ing for the Holydays or regis- 
tration for the religious school. 
That the congregation and its 
staff operates on a 12 month a 
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year basis and that its doors 
are open seven days a week 
seems to be ignored by too many 
members. 


WHAT IS THIS new, Ameri- 
can tradition, that is complicat- 
ing the financial picture of so 
many congregations? It can best 
be described with the opening 
lines of a song from “Porgy and 
Bess,” appropriately titled, “Sum- 
mertime.” Remember how it 
goes? “Summertime and the liv- 
ing is easy.” Summer vacation 
plans for the entire family have 
become a major part of our way 
of life and for some families it 
takes much in the way of funds 
and careful planning and saving. 
It’s universally recognized by 
professional fund raisers as the 
worst time of the year to ap- 
proach the typical Jewish family. 


So it is that congregations find 
their treasury strained when 
June rolls around and no relief 
is in sight until a few weeks be- 
fore the~High Holydays. Of 
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course this is not universally 
true, for many congregations are 
quite diligent in their collectior: 
procedures while others have so 
well educated their membership 
to the synagogue “facts of life” 
that they make their payments 
available as soon as they are 
billed or spread them out over 
the year. s 

Education is always to be pre- 
ferred to pressure. Education will 
usually have long range benefits 
while pressure must be repeated 
again and again and is subject 
to diminishing returns. What can 
a congregation do to educate its 
membership to the financial prob- 
lems of the synagogue? Let them 
know the facts — all the facts! 
While there areemany ways to io 
this, let’s cite the example of 
Temple Shaare Emeth of St.

TWO STEPS FORWARD 


The actions of a rabbi and a Jewish organization in 
diverse situations these past few weeks were steps on 
the road to maturity of the U. S. Jewish community. 


Rabbi Abraham L. Feinberg, of Toronto’s famed Holy 
Blossom Congregation (Reform) marched (P-O, April 14) 
in an anti-H Bomb parade despite threats to his safety. 


The American Jewish Congress appeared on a TV 
debate over federal aid to schools against a Catholic spokes- 
man. 


Both actions were correct. 


The rabbi’s deed, although it displayed courage, was 
significant for a more important reason. It will help nail 
down the freedom of the pulpit. Assuming that not all 
or even a majority of his congregation approves of the 
rabbi’s stand against the H-bomb, the fact that he did 
march in the parade is a victory for the right of the 
rabbi to an independent position, despite his congregation’s 
views. 

The American Jewish Congress case, although less 
dramatic, was no less meaningful for the attitude of the 
Jewish community towards its own rights. Boris Smolar, 
JTA editor-in-chief, condemned the Congress for. this 
appearance against a priest without a representative of the 
Protestant group. Smolar wrote in his syndicated column 
that this gave the impression that Jews alone were fighting 
federal aid to parochial schools. 


In other words, the Congress should not have spoken 
alone. The Congress has not responded to this criticism, 
but a letter by a lay leader of the Congress in one of the 
Anglo-Jewish papers asked why it should be necessary 
for Jewish groups to hide behind others before it can 
take a stand on an American issue. °

“In addition to that statement of journalistic probity, 
we regard it a paramount duty to maintain complete in- 
dependence from outside control, and to ensure as high 
a literary and aesthetic standard as we can.” 


“It is true that we are a commercial, capitalist, and 
money-making concern, but we are not ashamed of that, 
because -we keep our commercialism under control. Our 
commercial success insures our independence which in turn 
enables us to serve the community. We strive to maintain 
the cohesion and dignity of Anglo-Jewry so that it may 
sea confidence in itself and earn the respect of its neigh- 

ours.”

the EDITOR’S CHAIR... 





Sometime ago we told you about the new 
campaign joke in which the teacher was read- 
ing the roll at the opening of class. When 
she called the name of young master Cohen, 
instead of replying with a “here,” the lad 
responds, “I give $200”. 

And now we have another bit of ammu- 
nition for the sorely-tried solicitor. It comes 
from the pen of Rabbi Bernard S. Raskas of 
Temple Aaron in St. Paul. 

“Rabbi Kook, a very famous rabbi, once 
appealed to Nathan Strauss for a donation 
to a certain needy cause. Strauss consented 
to help, but wondered why the rabbi did not 
turn to other wealthy Jews who did very 
little for charity. 

“Rabbi Kook smilingly said, ‘There was 
once a prince who went hunting. He lost his 
way and noticed an inn in the distance. He 
hurried toward the inn and ordered eggs. 
After the modest meal, the prince asked how 
much he owed for the eggs. ‘Twenty-five 
dollars,’ said the innkeeper. 

‘Are eggs so scarce here that you charge 
so high a price for them?’, asked the prince. 

‘No, replied the innkeeper, ‘we have 
plenty of eggs, but few princes.’ ” 

“The possession of riches, both material and 
spiritual, imposes a great responsibility upon 
us. We have at our disposal and potential 
use the means to advance the causes in which 
we believe. In fact, the possession of means 
is an added burden upon our consciences, for 
this implies that we must be judged for the 
manner in which we apply our gains. We can 
act in indifference, interference or intelligence. 
The manner in which we apply our riches will 
indicate whether we are amoral, immoral or 
moral.

Eddie Tonkon, of Dallas, writes to tell 
me that our language in answering Henry 
Jacobs on the matter of aliyah, was intem. 
perate. 

If so, we’re sorry. But we should remind 
Eddie and Mr. Jacobs that when a person 
enters the public arena, he should expect the 
kind of treatment he dishes out. Mr. Jacobs, 
as you will see, is a devoted Jew. Yet it was 
he who set the tone of the fracas by his sare 
castic references to aliyah. 

We like to reason instead of crying out 
shrilly, and we believe we do that most of 
the time. When we stray in this connection, 
we're sorry.

Now, with over 
ten years of living in the United 
States, the family has acclaimed 
itself, the cripple has been healed, 
and—unlike that of six million 
others—the end has been a good 
one. 


THE YELLOW STAR, by S. B. 
Unsdorfer, $3.95 (Yoseloff). 
Although the familiar pattern 

appears in this book — parents 

and other relatives slain, forced 
marches, death in the concentra- 
tion camps — this author has 
added the inspiration of faith and 
observance to the wretched story. 

His father was a rabbi in Czecho- 

slovakia who never lost his faith 

in the ultimate good. The story 
of Auschwitz and Buchenwald is 
made doubly impressive through 


the simplicity with which it is 
related. Perhaps the most telling 
point is the depiction of the erst- 
while torturers wailing for mercy 
when the tables were turned. Re- 
quired reading for the defenders 
of Eichmann. 


MOLLY AND ME, by Gertrude 
Berg, $4.95 (McGraw-Hill). 
Here are the memoirs of the 

ever popular Molly, beginning 
with grandpa the immigrant, 
and going through Jewish and 
non-Jewish life details, the act- 
ing experiences concluded with 
“Majority of One,” in which Ced- 
ric Hardwicke (who says he is 
not a Jew) co-stars, and all the 
incidents ranging from the Cats- 
kills to Broadway. Mrs. Berg, 
despite her much criticized story 
of a fictitious “Chanukah bush,” 
remains intensely interested in 
her Jewish heritage. 


A PILGRIMAGE TO ISRAEL, 
by Abraham P. Bloch, 

A little five-week diary of a 
rabbi’s 1954 tour of Israel, re- 
plete with historical as well as 
topical facts concerning the new 
State. Good reading.

Ben Gurion May Fight For Electoral Reform

HAIFA — If Mr. Ben Gurion 
stops to review the outstanding 

ersonal achievements of his 
jadership in Israel, he can find 
gitisfaction in a number of sig- 
nificant steps. Upon the emerg- 
ence of the 

State it was

jeft and of the Alpert 
right, which he insisted must 
give way to one national army. 
He nationalized the country’s ed- 
uation system, and took the 
shools away from the politica] 
parties which operated them. Lie 
banished the red flag from te 
shools. He made it clear that 
man’s right to a job can not be 
restricted to those who subscribe 
toa special set of beliefs, and he 
therefore made Israel’s labor ex 
changes an operation of the gov: 
emment, rather than of a single 
institution. In recent years he 
has been warning that the State 
and its interests must take prior- 
ity over the interests of the His- 
tadruth. 

He has achieved major suc- 
tesses in his program of national 
reforms, but one last task re- 
mains to be done. Ben Gurion 
is determined that Israel revise 
its intolerable election system. 
In the 1959 elections, 22 parties 
competed for the support of the 
dectorate. Of these, 12 polled less 
than one per cent each of the 
vote, and therefore obtained no 





seats in the Knesseth; 10 parties 
won the right to fight each other 
on the Knesseth floor. 

THIS STATE of affairs is en- 
couraged by a system of pure 
proportional -represen tation. 
Small parties and fragments of 
parties are encouraged to put 
their names on the ballot in the 
hope that a scattering of votes 
from here and there will suffice 
to elect at least the party leader. 
This system puts a premium on 
small parties. It means that the 
voting strength of the country 
is dissipated among many groups, 
and no one party can ever gar- 
ner enough support to enable 
it to govern without resort to 
unstable coalitions. This had been 
the great weakness in France: 
this has been the weakness of 
Israel’s political system. 

Ben Gurion realizes that amal- 
gamation of the many small op- 
position parties may very wel! 
mean the end of the hegemony 
of Mapai — a hegemony which 
has held sway over the Zionis? 
movement and then over the 
State of Israel for an unbroken 
period of 28 years. There are 
many in Israel who believe that 
it is time for a change. 

Previous attempts to revise the 
election system failed due to the 
opposition of most of the little 
parties. On this, at least, they 
could all agree. 

THE SUDDEN call for new 
elections on August 15th has cre- 
ated a new set of conditions. The 
two small parties to the immedi- 
ate right of Mapai, the Progres- 
sives and the General Zionists 
have formally decided to pool 
their efforts and to present a 
united front at the polls under 
the name of the Liberal Party. 
They will make their appeal to 
the intellectual and academic 








classes, to business and profes- 
sional people, and to those ele- 
ments in the labor moveme it 
who are not wedded to Marxism. 
The potential of the Liberal 
Party is enormous. If their new 
platform is thoughtfully elabo- 
rated, and their election cam- 
paign skilfully conducted, they 
may be able to capture the al- 
ways large floating vote, as well 
as large segments of the sstrife- 


torn Mapai. They may draw. 


strength also from the right wing 
Herut, 

On the other extreme of the 
political spectrum, there have 
been valiant efforts to combine 
the two parties left of Mapai. 
Mapam took the initiative and 
offered the olive branch to Ah- 
duth Avodah, based on their com- 
mon desire to establish Israel as 
a true Socialist State. Such a 
union would probably lean more 
to the Eastern bloc in world af- 
fairs than to the West — or at 
the very best would follow a 
policy of “neutrality” as between 
East and West. A _ united left 
would also draw drain votes from 
Mapai. This would be the party 
which in all likelihood would pro- 
vide haven for Pinhas Lavon ard 
his dissidents. Thus far, however, 
Ahduth Avodah has refused the 
merger. Perhaps they have rea- 
son to believe that with support 
from Lavon, they do not need 
to bind themselves to the much 
more dogmatic and authoritarian 
Mapam. 

These are the weeks during 
which all the discssions and 
negotiations are going on. As 1 
wrote last week, everybody is in- 
terested in picking up some of 
the pieces from the Mapai wreck 
age. If the arious amalgamations 
and unifications take place, and 
if we go into the elections with

Students Protest Reform Statement

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‘Humane Slaughter’ Back on Agenda — 
Of Jewish Groups After U.S. Action 


NEW YORK (P-O) — Rejec 
tion by the United States Agri- 
culture Department of the Ca- 
Nnadian packers’ method of re- 
straining beef cattle prior to she- 
hita, has placed the question of 
humane slaughter back on the 
agenda of Jewish community 
leaders. 

Legislation being prepared in 
most states prohibits the hoist- 
ing and shackling of the animal 
which is the pre-shehita handling 
currently used by all kosher 
slaughterers. 

If legislation is actually adopted 
prohibiting hoisting and shackl- 
ing it will be tantamount to pro- 
hibiting shehita,, because there 
is no other way at present to 
prepare the animal for ritual 
slaughter. 

Orthodox elements in this coun- 
try were elated when Canadian 
packers developed a restraining 
device that would hold the ani- 
mal without hoisting or shackl- 
ing in a manner which was ac- 
eeptable to Rabbinical author- 
ities. Rabbi Eliezer Silver and J. 





B. Soloveitchik, visited the Cana- 
dian meat packing houses: and 
found the new method acceptable 
to Jewish Law. 

However, the action by the 
United States Agriculture De- 
partment forbidding use of the 
Canadian method in this country, 
puts the whole problem right 
back where it was before. 


Agriculture Department spokes. 
men said the U. S. ruling was 
based not on the grounds of in 
humanity but of sanitation. They 
found that when the animal falls 
after slaughter its exposed meat 
comes in contact with the floor 
and the blood of other animals 
as well as its own. 


The Missouri Legislature re- 
acted to the situation by altering 
a bill which had forbidden hoist. 
ing and shackling. The new bill, 
drafted after the U. S. Agricul- 
ture Department ruling, makes 
hoisting and shackling permissa- 
ble in connection with shehita 
only. The legislators feared Jew- 
ish opposition to the bill as ori- 





ginally drawn and altered the 
provision in order to permit the 
continuance of shehita in Mis- 
souri. 


In New York, legislators at 
Albany were preparing a Hu- 
mane Slaughter bill prohibiting 
hoisting and shackling. They 
were proceeding on the theory 
that the Canadian method might 
be officially accepted by rabbis 
in the U. S. However, prior to 
the Agriculture Department rul- 
ing, the rabbis told Albany law- 
makers that the Canadian method 
had not been sufficiently devel- 
oped and asked for tabling. The 
legislators then tabled their pro- 
posed bill for another year. 


A similar measure was tabled 
by the Illinois Legislature after 
intervention by the Union of Or- 
thodox Rabbis, it was.reported in 
the Jewish Press, A bill in New 
Jersey is in committee but is not 
expected to come out of commit- 
tee since it would meet the un- 
qualified opposition of Jewish 
groups.

Should Be Dignified Distance

NEW YORK (P-0)—The Herzl 
Institute was undignified in in- 
viting Willy Brandt to speak be- 
fore a Jewish audience under 
its auspices. 

Brandt is no less a champion 
of democratic principles than the 
best of liberals in this or any 
other country. It is precisely the 
Hitler period that makes Brandt’s 
record stand out as exemplary. 
But Brandt was speaking for 
Germany and this is another 
matter. 

There is little doubt that every 
person is obliged to help re- 
habilitate an individual or a na- 
tion that has erred, even when 
the most vicious crimes have 
been committed by the offender. 

However, what shall our rela- 
tion be to those who develop the 
kind of ethical principles that 
condone and permit the very 
things which we consider evil? 
The answer is—a relationship of 
dignified distance. Not necessar- 
ily from those who perform the 
evils but from the molders of 
opinion who serve.as the social 
eonscience. 

In a critical period of U. S. 
history, when the national con- 
science was in danger of being 
ewept up in a wave of ultra pa- 
triotism, flag-waving and fear, 
President Eisenhower made an 
eventful decision that signalled 
the downfall of McCarthyism. 
Eisenhower may have been 
moved to make that decision by 
Bishop Oxnam and other liberals 
who stood defiantly in the open 
and demanded allegiance to real 
Princtples of freedom. 





More recently in this country, 
the heads of the Ivy League col- 
leges stood up against their stu- 
dents being required to sign loy- 
alty oaths to qualify for federal 
loans. The acts of these college 
presidents serve as a weather- 
vane for the collective conscience 
of this country’s legislators. 

If Germans would feel repent- 
ance, we would read of thous- 
ands of German youths leaving 
to work with Schweitzer, thous- 
ands leaving to work with per- 
haps the Arab refugees, and 
thousands perhaps to reclaim 
the Negev. Even reports of dy- 
namic progress in the field of 
human relations right in Ger- 
many would give us an indica- 
tion of such repentance. 

If this were being done by the 
German people and their intello- 
gentsia, even if their politicians 
refused to pay reparations to 
the Jews, we would prefer it to 
the present situation. 

Now don’t shower us with re- 
leases and statistics. Let us find 
out about the attitudes of Ger- 
many in the same way that we 
know the U. S. plays baseball 
and England has a Queen. 

Who gave permission to the 
Jewish officials who deal with 
German reparations to serve also 
as a bridge for social and cul- 
tural intercourse between Ger- 
many and their aggrieved? 

All men should remain at a 
dignified distance from Germans 
as a group — most of all the 
Jews, who were the victims in 
the most brazen demonstration 
of how low intelligent man can 
sink. 





tion to any form of governmental 
aid to religious schools still 
stands. 

It has also been learned that 
the officers of the Orthodox Rab- 
binical Council of America have 
reiterated their firm stand 
against federal aid to private or 
parochial schools. The Council is 
scheduled to meet this week in 
Atlantic City and it is expected 
the issue will be among the fore- 
most subjects on the convention 
agenda. 

On the other hand, the Natioti- 
al Council of Young Israel, rep- 
resenting 100 branches through- 
out the country, has gone on 
record as favoring “legal and con- 
stitutional federal aid to parents 
and children attending parochial 
schools providing that the aid 
does not jeopardize the principle 
of separation of church ana 
state.” 

The Council stated that if such 
a plan were implemented, it 
would help foster Jewish educa- 
tion and give the students of the 
parochial schools the material 
advantages of those attending 
secular schools. 

The Conservative movement is 
still studying the proper attitude 
to take in the scheol aid contro- 
versy although Dr. Bernard Man- 
delbaum, speaking at a confer- 
ence of Religion and Politics 
sponsored by the National Coun- 
cil of Christians and Jews, spoke 
in favor of the government “rec- 
ognizing its responsibility” to 
parochial school children. 

Dr. Mandelbaum feels that the 
entire area should be explored 
to see how such responsibility 
could be translated into aid with- 
out infringement of the principle 
of separation of church and state.

THE LONG-STANDING de- 
bate between David Ben Gurion 
and Nahum Goldmann seems to 
have come to an end. Indications 
are that two are in cahoots. Whe- 
ther they. made a deal about a 
portfolio for 
Goldmann in 
the next Israeli 
cabinet — pos- 
sibly the For- 
eign Minister 
—is anybody’s 
guess. B.G., in 
an interview 
with Yediot 
Aharonot in 
Tel Aviv, re- 
fused to answer that question. 
Goldmann, in an interview with 
the New York Day-Morning-Jour- 
nal (with Moshe Rivlin) refused 
to answer whether he intends to 
settle in Israel. But several sig- 
nificant developments must be 
noted: 

Goldmann has been supporting 
Ben Gurion’s position on the 
Eichmann trial and has scrupu- 
lously refrained “from embar- 
rassing him by saying anything 
about the Lavon affair. 

Ben Gurion, far from resenting 
Goldmann’s interference in in- 
ternal Israeli party politics, ac- 
quiesces in it. Goldmann is open- 
ly advocating and is helping bring 
about the merger of the Pro- 
gressives and the General Zion- 
ists into a new Liberal Party, 
which he may head. 

GOLDMANN HAS retreated 
from his main positions on the 
sovereignty of the World Zionist 
Organization. He refers to Shar- 
ett as the actu- 
al head; he told 
Rivlin ~ that 
there is no 
need for an 
Agency Chair- 
man in New 
York, since the 
American Zion- 
ist Council has 
taken over all 
the functions; Goldmann 
he no ionger speaks of getting 
the important large Jewish or- 
ganizations into the WZO, but
